Guicciolf's Memoirs of Byron. 

This long-expeeted book has been issued, 
and the critics are all gnawing atit. Asa 
contribution to literature and history it is in- 
| Significant, and throws no light upon any 
| element of Byron’s character. The opinions 
| expressed of him are a mere rehash of those 

of other biographers. The New York Even- 
| ing Post thus disposes of the work: “We 
might forgive the disappointment of the book, 

} if we could overlook its malice, It is pro- 
| voking enough to find, in place of the picture 
of a long-faded memory once more glowing 
in all the tints of youthful passion, though 
touched up by the hand of seventy, such as 
| we had expectéd, a mere series of quotations 
| from writers already familiar to us; bat it ex- 
| cites our disgust to see a septuagenarian in a 
rage of jealousy seeking to blacken the char- 
acters of others that Lord Byron may appear 
asa paragon of virtue. All the women that 
were in any way associated with Lord Byron 
come in fora share of her abuse. She pours 
italike on the unhappy Lady Byron, who 
loved he: lord, and on Miss Chaworth, who 
couldn’t love him; and she manifests a sort of 
fiendish delight in recalling the follies of poor 
Lady Caroline Lamb, who was far less culpa- 
ble than herself. These variously gifted 
women have long been under the daisies, and 
posthumous libels upon their memory are 
wholly undefensible; yet it may console their 
descendants or surviving relatives to know 
that the malignity of Guiccioli has missed its 
mark through the dullness of her volume. 
Her arrows are barbed, but they are point- 
less, and she bas only made herself appear as 
unlovely and vindictive ip old age as she wad 
fair aval frail in her youth.“

Lerd Lyndhurst, 

The London Times in a late article corrects 
many Of the errors into which Lord Campbell 
falls into in his Lives of the Lord Chancellors 
of England.“ In speaking of Lord Lyndhurst 
tbe writer says: “By birth Lord Lyndurst 
was an American, born in Boston, ih Massachu- 
setts, as his father, the celebrated historical 
painter, had been before him. Later, when 
the Chancellor denounced the Irish as 
‘aliens in _ blood, language, and re- 
ligion,’ the cireumstance of his birth-place 
supplied O' Conner with the famous retort that 
‘the Chancellor was himself an alien, and 

might be reclaimed as a refugee Yankee.’ If 
a man of the world ever cares to parry a thrust 

of the sort with a serious explanation, Lord 

Lyndhurst might have set the public right ou

to this country a child of three, while the

It is conceivable 
that Lord Campbell should have been familiar 
with Lyndhurst in private, should have passed, 
as he says, ‘many merry hours in his company,’ 
and yet writes as he does? for, so far from | 
Lyndhurst being very unreasonably ashamed | 
of his family,’ his house was bung with putat- 
ing by his father.
